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FOUR SAILORS DROWNED 


One of the worst accidents in recent 


years occurred In 
Newport harbor 


Thursday morning,'when four nnval 
men wore drowned as the result of the 
upsetting of a launch and a number of 
others were rescued after great diffi- 
culty and danger, one man in particu- 
lar suffering severely by exposure be- 
fore he could be taken from hia peril- 
mis position. Tho accident was the 
result of the high wind and heavy sea 
which proved too much for the small 
Iti'inch, 


The destroyer Long waa anchored 


r.car Gould Island Thursday morning, 
when n Inuach was dispatched from 
her to Newport to procure mail 'and 
previsions and also to convey a small 
working parly. 
The trip '£o the cit> 


was made before • trie wind without 
difficulty, but .on the return trip1 bad 
to face the high wind and heavy seas. 
Off Gull Rock some heavy seas came 
aboard and the launch foundered be- 
fore the nine men aboard had oppor- 
tunity to don the life preservers. All 
struggled in tho water for a time, but 
four of them were quickly .exhausted 
and sank before aid could reach them, 
these being Electrician Francis D. 
Dillard, Fireman William H. Hagar, 
anil Seamen Albert P. Patrick and 
Harry Student., 


Word fit the accident was sent to 


the Training Station and boats wtre 
•tepatched from there and from the 
Torpedo Station, while Harry Cham- 
fiion in his launch "Twentieth Cen- 
tury" ah'o went to the rescue. Four 
men were picked up from the watej 
snd taken ashore for medical treat- 
ment 
after 
their 
exposure. 
The 


other man, Seaman Arthur H. Shan- 
non, had a still more trying experi- 
ence. After being in the water for 
some lime, he was able to reach an 
exposed rock near Gull Rock and 
clung there for a long time .while 
strenuous efforts were made to rescue 
Mm. The high wind and sea and the 
dangerous r"ocks made it difficult in 
the extreme to bring the little vessels 
tlose enough to take him off. Finally 
Captain Charnpion worked hia launch 
b close to the rock, and the man waa 
taken off. He had suffered greatly 
during his

safer and on the rock, the cold north- 
em wind penetrating his wet cloth- 
'•"? and chilling him to the bone. He

A court of inquiry will be instituted 


st once to look into the disaster, 
l-'entenant Commander A. B. Cooke,

* made. A careful search is being 
maintained in an effort to recover 
• .e bodies of the drowned men, and 
•: :s hoped that all may eventually 
« recovered. 


SCHOOL COMMITTKH 


The school committee held a busy 


meeting on Monday evening to con- 
elder the budget for the coming year 
which Is to bo submitted to the com- 
mittee of 25 of the representative 
council. 
A little other business wa» 


transacted, including lhu adoption of 
a report of the committee on teachers, 
recommending changes to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the sudden death of 
Mim Mary II. Hodgson. 


The budget for the year as finally 


adopted Is a large one, greatly in- 
creased over previous years because 
of the increases In salaries and other 
expenses. 
The final figures to be 


asked of the city amount to about 
$250,000, but the matter was contin- 
ued to next Monday evening to con- 
sider some of the legal aspects of the 
situation. Tho board also will oak for 
n special appropriation of $1150,000 for 
a new school building in the outer 
Broadway district, and this proposi- 
tion will probably be submitted to 
tho taxpayers at the city election in 
December. 


The budget Includes increases' in 


salary for the whole leaching and de- 
partment force, that of Superinten- 
dent Lull being increased from $3uOO 
to $1000, and Ihe sajary of Iho Head- 
master of the Rogers High School he- 
ing placed nt tho same amount. All 
the teachers in the Rogers received 
substantial increases and these were 
continued down the line. The Janitors 
are to have an increase of fifteen per 
cent. To equalize, the increased cost 
per capita_to the pupils, the tuition 
rates for non-residents wcro increased, 
those for the grammar grades and 
below to become effective at once, and 
those for the High School to take ef- 
fect in February after the towns shall 
have.been able to make provision for 
their payment.

The north part of the old 
Newport Engineering .Works, near the 
State Armory on Thames street, has 
been leased by a Providence jewelry 
manufacturing concern, who will do 
much of their stone-setting in their 
Newport establishment. 
This devel- 


opment has been accomplished largely 
through the efforts of Mr. Harry A. 
Titus, who has devoted much time and 
effort to securing the establishment 
for this city. The new quarters will 
be opened at once, and work therein 
will be started as quickly as possible. 


Mr. Titus is in touch with another 


manufacturing concern which is seri- 
ously contemplating the establish- 
ment of a plant in Newport, and it is 
quite possible that this may be con- 
summated also.

full effect. 
Also there will be mu-jh 


to be done by local urganizers of both 
parties to secure the full support of 
the women voters who would natu- 
rally be allied with them. 


In Newport there will Iw nuiny 


things to be done. 
A women's city 


committee will have to be chosen for 
bntli political parties, nr;tl to got the 
right women to Bcrvc will Ire no small 
task, as this job la one that carries 
with it much responsibility and much 
opportunity for blame when things go 
wrong. 


To prepare tho voting lists for the 


use of the women will be no small 
task, nllhough it is taken for granted 
that all women will bo required to 
register before their names cnn go 
on the lists for the first time at any 
rale. After that the course will very 
likely be the same, ns for men—tho 
taxpaying voters' names being carried 
along from year to year, while the 
non-tax-payers will "in required to 
register annually. 


Another problem Is ns to tho rep- 


resentation in the next State conven- 
tion. According to custom, the party 
conventions will, fcc held next spring 
to elect delegates to the National con- 
ventions, and the question arises as to 
whether the women will be entitk-d to 
seats in the State conventions or to 
votes in the 'ocnl primaries that elect 
tho delegate*. If so, it will be dcsir- 
ftb'e for the women to register before 
Spring, instead of wailing until June, 
which Is the last date for registration 
cT voters nt the November election. 


There will be considerable task for 


the local election officials to find suit- 
able polling places In Newport. 
It 


will he impossible for the men and 
women both to use the present polling 
places, some of which are already con- 
gested at times, especially' that in 
the second-ward. It may be that sep- 
arate voting places will be selected for 
the_ women in each ward, distinct from 
that for'the men, or it may be that 
th» general polling places will be en- 
larged and used for both men and 
women. 


That there will be some confusion 


at first seems almost inevitable, as 
such must inevitably follow a doub- 
ling of the electorate, one-half of 
whom have had no previous experi- 
ence in voting. 
But conditions will 


work themselves out eventually. 


linAHI/OFCANV'ASSBKSNKKIJED 


There teems little doubt but that at 


the coming session of the General 
Assembly a movement will be made 
to secure the creation of a boird'of 
canvassers ard registration for the 
city of Newport. 
The need for such 


a board has teen felt for many years, 
and grows more pronounced each 
yctr. The work of such a board is 
now done by the board of aldermen, 
with the bulk of the routine work fall- 
ing upon the city clerk's office. As 
the city grows in populalion and the 
number of voters increases, it is Im- 
possible for the members of the board 
of aldermen to be ab!e-to identify 
the residents of their warda and keep 
trick of their changes. This in itself 
is an argument for the establiahment 
of a new board whose duties would be 
lin-.ited to the immediate subject, but 
a far i'.ronger argument is that next 
year the number of voters in Newport 
will I e practically doubled by the ad- 
dition of the women voters. It would 
seem to be a physical impossibility 
for the aldermen and th« city clerk 
to IratiK.ict the business necessary 
under those conditions.

Very often tho tailor's Rift 
Is hereditary from father to con. 


"There are thrco main reasons why 


women tailors arc Inferior to men In 
the work which they turn out Women 
have not sufficient physical strength 
to do the heavy pressing which mnkes 
or nmrs n garment; they cannot ap- 
proach meu \yhcre 'cutting1 Is con- 
cerned, Una the Eericnu finish of wom- 
en's work Is not so good as thnt of 
tiien—lu total effect rnlhcr than de- 
tnll. 


"Until comparatively recent years 


tailoring was purely a nmn'a trade, but 
now there aro scores of women en-, 
gaged upon It. Tho bulk of wholesnlo 
work, consisting of average price 
men's suits and women's costumes, Is 
done by women, so far as the actual 
making Is concerned. The cutting of 
such garments is usually done by ma- 
chine. 


"Certainly the superiority, of the 


'man tailored' eult or costume is not 
t fallacy. 
Women can do excellent 


work, but they are not such good tail- 
ors as men in tho results they achieve. 
Their work is less definite. Moreover, 
It ts » certainty that If you took a 
tailoring erpert Into a raised crowd 
of men nnd women ho would unerring- 
ly select which garments had been 
•man tailored' nnd which were wom- 
en's work."

Alfalfa Field. 


nnd yellow trefoil grow, It la unneces- 
sary to Inoculate for alfalfa. 


Soil Should Be Neutral. 


The soil should ha neutral In order 


thnt tho alfnlfa bacteria may thrive, 
nnd unless Iho soil conditions are gen- 
erally good It is Impossible to grow 
alfalfa on n commercial scale. 


Quite commonly tho farmer secures 


his Inoculation material from an old 
sweet clover or bur clover Held, or else 
from an old alfalfa sod, applying the 
Inoculated soil on a cloudy day or dur- 
ing the evening; in order thnt the. al- 
falfa bacterln may not be Injured by 
the 
bright 
sunlight. 
Investigations 


have shown, however, that there Is 
less danger of permanently injuring 
the alfalfa bacteria by sunlight than 
was formerly supposed, and although 
It ts not advisable to court trouble by 
needlessly exposing inoculation mate- 
rial, this dirt. If necessary, can hear 
sunlight for several hours without 
severe injury. 


Nodules Are Essential. 


It Is essential thnt the soil. If taken 


from old alfalfa fields, should be from 
tho^e plots where the alfalfa plants 
show numerous nodules upon .their 
roots. Such soil, well dried, pulver- 
ized, and sifted through n window 
screen. Is best applied to the new field 
through the (ertlllier attachment of 
a grain drill, by the use of n lime 
spreader followed by a smoothing har- 
row, or by distributing it with tho 
aid of an end gate sower attached to 
a wagon box. Two hundred pounds 
or more of sifted field soil will be 
sufficient for an acre. It Is neces- 
sary In obtaining the material to re- 
move from the surface 2 or S Inches 
of soil and to obtain the Inoculating 
Material from the underlying 6 or 7 
Inches, Broadcasting the soil by hand 
requires a larger quantity and Is best 
done in the early morning, late eve- 
ning, or on cloudy rlars in order to 
minimize the damage effected by the 
sun's • rays. 


The glue method of inoculation was 


widely practiced several years ago in 
Illinois. U consists of moistening the 
alfalfa seed with ordinary furniture 
glue and then sprinkling Inoculated 
soil over It so that the soil will adhere 
to the seed arid carry the bacteria on 
to the new field. Specifically, this 
method consists In dissolving two 
hnndfuls of glue for every gallon of 
boiling water and then allowing the 
solution to cool. Then the sc-ed should 
be placed in a washtuh and enough of 
the solution sprinkled ovor the seed 
to moisten it. hut Dot enoajrh to we! 
the seed, one r.rart to the bushel usu- 
ally bdnc ndnvrno.

In attacking HID cost of living prob- 


lem through local public markets, com- 
munities might well give heed lo defi- 
nite underlying principles 'Hint nre 
known to apply lo such marketing In- 
stitutions. Unless one Is familiar with

country Into the market basket the 
distinction hclween "farmers' retail 
nmrkel" and "fnnncrs' wholesale mnr- 
ket" Is uot drawn, but both mny bo 
called a "fanners' market" and pic- 
tured MB one and the same In Ihelr 
operation nnd function.

These nttcmp'.s 
have usually resulled In falluro and a 
deal of friction between tho public, the 
farmers nnd oHicEah* because, accord- 
Ing to city marketing men of the 
buri'tiu 
of markets, United States 


department of agriculture, tho farmers' 
wholesale mnrket Is a very different 
Institution from n farmers' retail mnr- 
ket. 


Wholesale Market. 


A fnrmers' wholesale market draws 


to It producers who specialize In truck 
crops nnd frulls, and who count on 
hauling corn, jiotaloes, tomatoes, n|>- 
plcs, straw-berries or , other, crops .in 
Inrgo quantities. 
They dcslro quick 


snles In largo lots after thoy reach 
the market FO they can return to their 
farms nnd the work of production. 
Time to such growers Is more valuable 
than tho difference between what they 
get In wholesale quantities for Ihclr 
products nnd what they might reallx.o 
by lingering long enough 
to retail 


ttuiir load In small lots at higher than 
wholesale prices. 


Retail Market 


Jietall farmers' markets, on the other 


hand, attrnct a group of producers who 
raise a small amount of fruit or vege- 
tables ns a side line, nnd whose olher 
crop's do not demand as close nttcn- 
tlon ns those of the trunk raiser. Often 
n farmer who raises only u few vego- 
tnble? cnn send them to a retail farm- 
ers' market In mixed lots, by n member 
of Ids family, who Is able to remain 
nwny from the farm long enough to 
dispose of these products to housc- 
Wl?03 carrying market baskets.
